bled at him: Tke Car offered him Peace almoft 
upon any Terms ; but not able to fet Bounds fo 
his Refentment, or govern his Profperity with 
Moderation, nothing would ferve him, but to 
March into a Defert, and, Imay fay, Wander, 
rather than March, with his Army into Mufeo- 
vy, on a wild Notion of dethroning the Czar : 
This, I foretold, would ruin him, and printed 
it in this Paper, that his Péper would lead him 
fach a Dance as he would not find his way Home 
again, and foit has proved, for his Pzper is not 
come yet, and this running beyond bimfelf has 
been HIS Overthrow. , :
